Divine Personality, Real Worship 
Are Revealed in Conversation With 
Woman of Samaria, Minister Says 


Rev. Edwin L. Balinger, Pas­ 
tor of Methodic Church, 
Explains Familiar Story. 


“Christ’s Conversation W ith the 
Woman of Sam aria,” was the theme

teacher. Others treat it as the oc­ 
casion in which Jesus reveals the 
secret of his Divine Messiahship. 
m onths before he revealed it to his 
own intim ate disciples and followers. 
Then again his most remarkable 
presentation of the nature of God 
and the proper worship of Him a 
God who is Spirit and must be wor­ 
shipped in spirit and truth.

Spence, 26, senior borough police officer and 
eldest son of Sheriff and Mrs. B. W. Spence, died Sunday 
morning at 5:15 o’clock in the Annie M. Warner hospital from 
injuries he received nearly seven hours earlier in an automo­ 
bile crash about three miles east of here on the Hanover road. 
The victim, who resided in the Gilliland apartments, 138 
Carlisle street, died without regaining consciousness. He suf­

the left leg above the knee, a 
head injury and lacerations 
of the head and body. 
The death is the second to 
occur in the ranks of the bor­ 
ough police within a month.

A sensational 82-yard gallop by 
Paul Cramer, Shippensburg center, 
in the final period gave the Grey- 
1 hounds the decision over the Ma­ 
roons. Cramer snared the ball as it 
was being juggled in the arms of a 
Maroon ball-carrier and raced for 
the winning touchdown. 
After battling to a scoreless first 
period the deadlock was broken in 
the second quarter when Coach For­ 
ney’s aggregation opened with their 
famous aerial attack to score. The 
touchdown came after a brilliant 
Maroon overhead assault moved the 
ball downfield, Stock finally hurling 
a long pass to Bosak over the goal 
line for the score. Stock added the 
extra point on a placement kick. 
Greyhounds Rally 
Shippensburg staged a rally in the 
third quarter and scored its first 


touchdown. 
The Greyhounds put 
on a hard running attack that end­ 
ed when Rideout crashed over for a 
touchdown.
